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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's 
argument that the telescoping member would not have required adjustment since the clamps 22 and 26 being each attached to each 
telescoping member would have been secured to limbs or branches of the tree. Indeed, the chances of the telescoping member sliding 
with each other exist even with the clamps mounted on the limbs or branches of the tree which has the tendency to sway or move when 
something or someone accidentally bumps into the tree or when ornaments are being placed onto the tree. Consequently one of 
ordinary skill would have motivated to place locking means to fix the telescoping members. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
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
